Two Ringing Free Silver Addresses by 
Mr. Bryan.: 


SPRINGFIELD, Il., Oct. 24.—The capital 
city of the State of Illinois welcomed the 
Democratic nominee Friday afternoon with 
a magnificent reception. Crowds that num- 
bered up into the tens of thousands listened 
to him and noisily demonstrated tieir af- 
fection for him and their belief in he prin- 
ciples that he advocated.

“Ladies and Gentlemen: My friends, we 
are reaching the close of a remarkable cam- 
paign, the most remarkable which has been 
waged in this country within the past gen- 
eration. Greater issues are at stake to-day 


than have been presented in recent con- 
tests. This election will. determine whether | 
the influence of this, the greatest nation on | 
earth, shall be cast upon the side of gold 
as the only standard money cr upon the 
side of bimetall'sm. On your votes may de- 
pend that contest. Free silver may triumph 
without tbe vote of Illinois, but with the 
vote of Illinois, free silver is certain to suc- 
ceed, We may have enougl electoral votes 
outside of Illinois, but we shall certainly 
have enough if we secure the vote_of this 
great empire State of the West and the 
electoral vote of the State of Ilinois may | 
turn upon the vote of a single citizen. I | 
want you, therefore, when you come to cast 


your vote to remember what responsibili- 
ties rest upon the citizens this year. 

“My friends, bimetallism is necessary for 
the prosperity of this country. Our oppon- 
ents have been appealing to various class 
interests; they have been trying to array 
the laboring men against the farmer. In 
this State you depend for your prosperity 
on both the wage earners and the farmers. 
The great cities of your State would have 
little to continue existence for if the pros- 
perity of the farmer and the prosperity of 
the wage earner were destroyed.

He will want a tenant and the farmer can 
become a tenant on the farm; when the 
farmer ceases to be a home owner he can 
still live as a tenant and he can make 
enough off the farm to keep his family, 
and if necessary can go back to the old 
times before the war and pe wives and 
daughters will make the clothes for the 
husbands and sons. The farmer can burn 
his corn for fuel. when he cannot buy coal, 
but the miner cannot eat coal when he 
fails to buy wheat. (Applause and cheers.)

CHICAGO AND ALTON EXPRESS 
HELD UP NEAR KANSAS CITY. 
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MESSENGER HID THE MONEY. 


Seene of the Crime Was Made Famous 
by the Operations of the 
James Boys.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Oct. %4.—Blue Cut, 
which was made famous for train robber- 
|fes by the James boys in 1881, was the 
, Scene of a hold-up last night. Chicago & 
' Alton west-bound train No. 48, due here at 
6:50. p. m. from St. Louis and Chicago, 
was flagged at the mouth of the cut, which 
is between Independence and Glendale, just 
twenty miles from this city. 


the train, looked out to learn what was the 
matter. A gruff voice commanded him to 
leave the cab quickly. Welton peered into 
the muzzle of a ‘shotgun and obeyed. Fire- 
man Post did likewise. 

Four masked robbers then stepped for- 
ward and two took positions to guard 
against an attack from the passenger 
coaches. The others marched the engineer 


and fireman to the door of the express car 
and called on Messenger Andrew Shields 
to open up. He refused, but finally threw 
wide the door. 

While the bandits had been demanding 
admission he had quickly opened the safe, 
taken out the money packages and tossed 
them into a chicken coop. When he admit- 
ted the robbers to the car and opened the 
safe for them the strong box contained but 
two or three packets of jewelry. Even at 
the point of the robbers’ pistols and Win- 
chesters, the messenger insisted that he car- 
ried no‘currency. 

Taking up the very little booty at hand, 
the outlaws uncoupled the express car from 
the coach following it and then marched 
their prisoners forward to the locomotive 
and compelled them to sit on the bank 
alongside the track. The leader climbed into 
the cab, tried the air and the steam and 
then called to the men who were back 
a the passenger coach to come for- 
ward. 

The engineer cautioned the bandit to be 
careful with the locomotive, warning him 
that they’ were on a hill and that if he left 
the engine improperly guarded at the top of 
the hill it would crash back into the train, 
or else, if left on the opposite grade, crash 
down into the train supposed to be waiting 
at Independence. The bandit said he would 
take care ef the locomotive. With this the 
outlaws pulled out, having held up the train 
without having fired a shot. They ran the 
locomotive to within a mile of Indepen- 
dence, where they abandoned it. 

The passengers on the train did not know 
what had caused the delay until nearly two 
hours afterward, and amused themselves 
during the long stop by taking a straw pres- 
idential ballot. 

As soon as a party of trainmen could walk 
to Independence the alarm was sent out. 
A Deputy Sheriff and posse left Independ- 
ence at 9 o’clock, and about the same time 
a squad of policemen was detailed from 
here and left for the scene of the robbery 
on a special train. The robbed train arrived 
here at 8:45 p. m. 

So far as can be learned the robbers se- 
cured only the packets of jewelry and $25 
in currency, which the fireman had left in 
ihis vest hanging in the cab. How much 
'money the messenger saved by throwing it 
into the chitKen coop the express company’s 
officials will not say. 

The robbers are supposed to be railroad 
men, from the fact that they knew how to 
handle the engine. 

Up to noon to-day no trace of the train 
robbers has been found. Although express- 
ing confidence in their ultimate capture, it 
is evident the local detectives have little 
faith in their ability to land the robbers, 

The men were well disguised and having 
a good start on their pursuers, doubtless 
were outside the county and had thrown off 
suspicion by daylight this morning. Nothing 
has been found to lead to the identity of the 
men, though the belief that they were 
novices at the business is still adhered to. 

That it was a waterhaul is substatiated 
by the express company officials to-day. 
They claim that the packages of jewelry 
secured by the robbers were valued at less 
than $50.

ROBBED IN THE MOUNTAINS. 


All Signs Point to Another Stage 
Hold-Up in New Mexico. 


SAN ANTONIO, N, M., Oct. 24.—The stage 
from White Oaks has failed to arrive for two 
nights, and it is feared another hold-up has 
occurred in the Oscura Mountains. Harry 
Rice, station keeper at Mountain Station, 
arrived here last evening and reported that 
both the Wednesday and Thursday stages 
had failed to arrive at the half-way sta- 
tion. His suspicions being aroused, he held 
back the Thursday stage from San Antonio 
and sent Albert Hallenbeck on horseback 
over the line. 

Four miles from Mountain Station Hal- 
lenbec discovered three men armed with 
Winchester rifles in ambush by» the road- 

side, and he returned, It is believed that

Federal Grand-Jury Also Returned In- 


dictments Against Dr. Adelia 
Walter’s: Counterfeiting Gang.”

Courtney H. West, Secretary of the Mof- 
fett-West Drug Co. was indicted Saturday 
morning by the Federal Grand-jury. He is 
charged with sending prohibited medicines 
through the mails. 

The case against Mr. West was worked up 
by Post-office Inspector McAfee. Chief In- 
spector Johnson had been informed, of a 
suspicious number of little packages being 
sent through the mails, 

These were examined and found to contain 
proscribed drugs and also printed matter 
explaining their use, which was also illegal 
for passage in the mails. 


The Inspector went to Dallas, and ynder 
an assumed name wrote to the Alta Phar- 
macal Co., which was forwarding the 


medicine, asking that some of it be sent 
him. The request was complied with, and 
the letter accompanying the medicine was 
written on a Moffett-West letter head, 

McAfee then came North and found, he 
alleges, that Mr. West was the head of the 
Alma Pharmaca! Co. 

He alleges that Mr. West admitted this. 

The indictment followed.

THIRTY SPEECHES. 


Mr. Bryan Will Talk to All the People 
of Chicago. 


CHICAGO, IIil., Oct. 24.—The greatest piece 
of personal campaigning ever done by a 
public man in a single city will be at- 
tempted by William J. Bryan in Chicago. 
Details of his speechmaking here were fin- 


ally settled this afternoon and political an- 
nals show few if any instances approximat- 
ing the remarkable character of the under- 
taking by a candidate for high public office, 
at the supreme crisis of the final days of a 
national canvass. The schedule as arrang- 
ed, showing the halls and tents all engaged 
and the precise hour for Mr. Bryan’s ap- 
pearance at each place, shows that the 
triple-rominee is to deliver five speeches 
the night of his arrival in the city, Tuesday 
next, after speaking at probably a dozen 
points up the State on the road from Lin- 
coln, Ill. The next day, Wednesday, he de- 
livers seven speeches, Thursday eight and 
Friday probably more than on any previous 
day, the exact limit having not yet been 
fixed. The record when Mr. Bryan finishes, 
is expected to show over thirty different ad- 
dresses in the three days and one evening 
named, the aim of the candidate, apparent- 
ly, being to place himself practically in per- 
sonal oqntact to the extent of sight and 
hearing of the entire population of every 
corner of 176 square miles of territory 
within the limits of Chicago.

JIM BUTLER 
HAS PULLED OUT. 


REFUSES TO RUN FOR THE STATE 
SENATE AS A GOLDBUG. 


COLLINS IS A SURE WINNER. 


The Knockers’ Club Is Now Left Up in 
the Air and Filley’s Hopes 
Are Doomed. 


James J. Butler has withdrawn from the 
Boltocratic ticket. This leaves the Bolto- 
crats without a candidate in the Thirty-first 
Senatorial District. 

It is a Democratie district, and for that 


reason the Knockers’ Club, the Jim Camp- 
bell party and other advocates of the yellow 
metal nominated Mr. Butler for the pur- 
pose of defeating John P. Collins, the Demo- 
cratic candidate. 

Mr. Butler was not consulted, and was 
never officially notified that his nomination 
had been filed. The certificate was carried 
to the Election Commissioners by John R. 
Butler, a-brother of the Standard’s mane- 
ger, but he explained that he was only rep- 
resenting James Campbell, chairman of the 
Executive Committee of the Knockers’ Club. 
Friday was the last day for withdrawals, 
and Mr. Butler concluded to get off the 
Boltocratic ticket: He had his withdrawal 
prepared in legal form, and had it acknowl- 
edged before a Notary Public and delivered 
to Chairman Higgins before the expiration 
of the time limit. He gives no reason in his 
communication, which is as follows: 

ST. LOUIS, Mo., Oct. 23, 1896. 
To the Honorable Board of Election Com- 
missioners for the City of St. Louis: 

I, the undersigned, James J. Butler, of 
the City of St. Louis, having been nomin- 
ated by the electors for the office of State 
Senator for the Thirty-first Sena- 
torial District of the State of 
Missouri, certificate of which nom- 
ination has heretofore been filed with you, 
do, pursuant to the provisions of section 
4,770, Revised Statutes of Missouri, hereby 
notify you that I will not accept the nom- 
ination contained in said certificate, to-wit: 
The nomination for State Senator for the 
Thirty-first Senatorial District; and I do 
hereby request that my name be not printed 
or put upon the official ballot or published 
as a candidate for said office. 

‘In witness whereof I have hereunto set 
my hand at the City of St. Louis, this 23d 
day of October, 1896. 
“JAMES J. BUTLER.’”’ 
It is understood that when the nomina- 
tion was first submitted, an effort was made 
to have the Republicans indorse Butler. 
Filley was willing if he would make pledges 
but Butler declined to go into any such ar- 
rangement. Then the Republicans took up 
Charley Schweickardt and put him on the 
ticket.

THIS SLOGAN WILL HELP SWELL 
THE HANNA PARADE. 


WON'T VOTE AS THEY MARCH. 


Many Employes Will Parade for Wall 
Street and Quietly Vote 
for Free Coinage. 


The managers of the parade to be given 
next Saturday in obedience to the demand 
of Mark Hanna and the Wall street patriots 
are resorting to methods strongly suggestive 
of coercion to get men employed in the 
large business establishments and work- 
shops to agree to participate in the yellow 
standard march. 

The bankers and business mén who want 
McKinley and the gold standard to: triumph 
are at work getting signatures to papers 
pledging the signersto march. It makes no 


difference what the man’s politics is he is 
asked to affix his name to the paper. He is 
not compelled to sign, but when his em- 
ployer asks him to sign he is apt to think 
several times before he refuses to place his 
name alongside that of his Republican fel- 
low employe. 

This sort of a thing is going on right 

now in hundreds of establishments in St. 
Louis and if all who sign turn out it will be 
one of the largest parades ever seen in St, 
Louis. 
But it will not be expressive of the senti- 
ment of all the men in line. There will be 
thousands in the parade who will on the 
third of November vote for Bryan. 

Nearly all the large dry goods houses, 
boot and shoe houses and other establish- 
ments along Washington avenue are work- 
ing to get their men to participate. 

On a west bound car going out Washing- 
ton avenue Friday evening were two well 
dressed young men, who were discussing 
the goldbug demonstration. They men- 
tioned Rice, Stix & Co.’s establishment a 
number of times, and those who heard their 
conversation drew the inference that they 
were employed in that house. They were 
talking about a paper that had been circu- 
lated in the house in connection with the 
parade. Both had signed it, as their con- 
versation indicated, and one of them said 
that while he was a Bryan man he did 
not object to getting a half day off without 
deduction of pay. 

This is a sample of the methods used to 
get a big crowd in line. The employes of 
these business houses, who are largely 
Democrats, are given an inducement to 
turn out in the shape of a half day without 
deduction of salary.

MARK HANNA OUTPLAYED. 

Mark Hanna was outplayed in the 
wheat bull combine by his English con- 
federates. 

Of course a number of option pit gam- 
blers in this country have made big 
profits. The scheme was to force a steady 
and apparently natural advance in which 
English buyers were to play a large part 
by maintaining the demand.

And nothing more clearly proves that the 
advance was not a natural one, or de- 
manded by crop conditions, than that, in 
the face of their heavy buying, the market 
broke down and fell off from 5 to 6 cents 
a bushel in one day.

not redeemable in gold, and “notwith- 
standing the other fact that they are 
discriminated against in every possible 
way by the Government, the banks, the 
money dealers, and all other interests 
that are pretending that gold is the only 
“honest money.” 

There is no law requiring the silver 
dollar to be redeemed in gold on demand, 
and if any Sub-Treasurer is paying out 
gold for silver, it is without authority 
of law. 


The actual bona fide circulation of yes- 
terday’s (Friday’s) Post-Dispatch was 
3,917 copies in excess of the circulation 
for the corresponding Friday in October 
of last year.

BUNKOING THE WAGE EARNERS. 

If there was any doubt about the bunks 
game that is being played on wage- 
earners in this campaign, the “sedition 
circular” issued by Mark Hanna and pub- 
lished elsewhere removes it. 

Ever since the campaign began appeals 
have been made by the Republican man- 
agers to workingmen, clerks and other 
wage-earners to vote for McKinley in 
order to prevent a decrease in the buying 
power of their wages. It was declared 
that McKinley is “the advance agent of 
prosperity,” and that his election will 
reopen mills and factories and increase 
wages. 

As such solicitude was expressed for 
the wage-earners by the Republican cam- 
paign managers and orators, the Labor 
Bureau of the Democratic National head- 
quarters in Chicago suggested that the 
wage-earners who are asked to vote for 
McKinley in order to save their wages 
should make to their employers, who are 
advocating McKinley’s election on this 
ground, the proposition that they give a 
written guarantee, not that wages shall 
be increased if McKinley is elected, but 
simply that present wages will not be 
reduced. 

Is there anything unreasonable in this? 
Yet Mark Hanna fairly foams at the 
mouth over it. He denounces it as “‘sedi- 
tious,”’ as a provocation to a strike, as 
“intended to foment trouble between cap- 
ital and labor.”” He declares it to be “an 
invitation to bribery.” When the railroad 
companies and other big employers of 
labor announce to their workingmen that 
wages will be reduced if Bryan is elected, 
that is not bribery, according to Mark 
Hanna, but a campaign of education. But 
if workingmen and other wage-earners 
suggest to their employers that they give 
a guarantee that wages will not be re- 
duced if McKiniley is elected, that, ac- 
cording to Mark Hanna, is “inciting the 
workingman to exact a bribe before he 
will vote.” 

This is confession. The Post-Dispatch 
charged three days ago that it is the in- 
tention of the railroads and other big 
employers of labor to cut wages to the 
gold standard basis if McKinley is elect- 
ed. Carnegie’s notice to his Homestead 
workingmen was cited in proof of this. 
Now Mark Hanna, Chairman of the Re- 
publican National Committee and man- 
ager of McKinley’s campaign, comes for- 
ward and admits the charge by denounc- 
ing as “sedition”- the suggestion that 
workingmen and other wage-earners ob- 
tain from their employers a guarantee 
that wages will not be reduced if Mc. 
Kinley is elected. 


FRAUD IN CHICAGO. 
The tremendous registration in Chicago 
is an ominous indication of trouble in that 
city on glection day. 
There is no such legitimate vote in 
Chicago as a registration of 385,000 would 
indicate.

There can be no doubt, in view of these

An inquiry into the silver situation, in 

which the most authentic source of informa- 
tion was consulted, led to a result that is 
simply astounding and well worth the con- 
sideration of all fair minded people regard- 
less of party. 
According to circular No, 12 of the Treas- 
ury Department, August, 1896, in the two 
years ending June, 1896, the United States 
bought $360,000,000 worth of merchandise 
from silver using countries, in excess of 
the amount sold to them, which means that 
we had to pay those countries $360,000,000 
in money. Treasury Department Circular 
No, 123, July, 1896, says the coining value of 
the entire production of silver in the United 
States for 1894 and 1895 was $136,000,000. From 
the amount we had to pay, $360,000,000, deduct | 
the coining value of our product, $136,000,000, 
leaves @ balance of $224,000,000, so that if 
our silver production was a hundred millions 
@ year greater than it is, we could use it 
all in paying the balance of our trade with 
countries that would take it at 10 cents on 
the dollar. 

Further, in Circular No. 123 the production 
of silver by the entire world fdr the two 
years mentioned is $443,000,000, not enough 
if we had all of itto pay our debts to silver 
using countries, for our own use in the arts 
and as a circulating medium for our in- 
creasing population. | 

We should have used our gurplus of 
silver towards paying our debt of $360,- 
000,000 to silver countries, but we did not 
do it. Circular No, 12 says we paid them 
$26,000,006 in silver and $11,000,000 in gold, 
In those two years, however, our export 
of silver to England was $72,000,000, com- 
mercial value, equal to $144,000,000 coining 
value—more than our entire production 
during that pertod, . 

If England as our banker or broker 
paid it to silver countries on our account, 
it left a profit of $72,000,000 in their hands, 
for It was worth $144,000,000 to those coun- 
tries and England got all it was werth. 
As this has been done since 1873, 
things being in equal proportion, the state- 
ment of an English official that England 
was the most prosperous country in the 
world may well be true! 

The commercial value of silver is fixed 
by England with the aid of our financiai 
laws which Mr. McKinley and those whom 
he represents say it would be most dis- 
astrous to change. While those who,through 
solicitude for the preservation of our na- 
tional honor, reject silver as too dishonest 
for use, England thinks well enough of it to 
take not only all that we produce, but 
what we get from adjacent silver coun- 
tries as well, 

In view of these plain, easily understood 
facts, where is the overproduction of sil- 
ver? Why its depreciation? 

How is it dishonest? Why should not 
the law of supply and demand hold good 
in this, as in all other cases? 

The issue is too great for partisan and 
sectional feeling; let us set all such aside 
and use at the polls in November the in- 
telligence, the business common sense 
that we use in developing the resources 
of our country. Then, all laws that 
place our welfare at the mercy of an un- 
scrupulous combination will be repealed.
